Dr. Reynolds, an insanity expert. who had 
been watching thé doctor throughout the pro- 
ceedings, said to a reporter for Taz Trrsune: 

““T most assuredly think Dr. Scudder is an 
insane man. I do not arrive at this con- 
clusion from what I see in his physica) ap- 
pearance, for it is impossible to judge from a 
casual observation, I have arrived at my 
conclusions from a process of rensoning. 
Here was the doctor with a good name and 
reputation at stake ; with a fairly good fortune 
and plenty of ways for making money honest- 
ly. Would such a man in his sound mind 
commit a crime such as Dr. Scudder is 
charged with and do it in such a bungling 
way? No ofe but an insane man could have 
done so.” 

W. G. Hines, Dr. Seudder's lawyer, said: 
„ cannot say yet, of course, what the line of 
defense will be. I have no doubt of Dr. Scud- 
der’s insanity in my own mind, from what I 
have read in the papers regarding the case. 


However, in a case of this kind people always . 


bave a suspicion that a man is playing off, 
whereas if no alleged crime had been com- 
mitted they would not hesitate to pronounce 
the man insane.” 

Before Justice Brayton. 

As soon as Justice Brayton called the case 
Mr. Walker announced that the State was 
ready. to procéed. Mr. Hynes immediately 
objected, declaring that Justice Braytor had 
no jurisdiction in the case.

I know nothing about the proceedings in 
the County Court this morning. Of course, I 
don't doubt that they occurred.

Laid Their Tracks Without Delay 

In the flush: of victory the Baltimore and 
Ohio people trod on air. ‘The Illinois Central 
men presented the appearance of unsuccessful 
speculators om a race-track. Mr. Burke re- 


turned to the city. So did Mr. Spears. In- 


spector Hunt returned to Hyde Park. The 
Baltimore and Ohio people did not 
let the grass grow under their feet. An 
hour later they had continued the short tracks 
built on their own land on the south side of 
South Chicago avenue, across that thorough- 


| fare, so as to effect the junction with their 


track paralleling the Illinois Central road. 
This is what they had started to do when the 
Illinois Central made its move to head them off. 
All the afternoon men were at work ballasting 
the new track of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
using some of the sand that the Illinois Cen- 
tral had brought up on flat-cars to the same 
spot. 

“ We are now in a position to complete our 
connection between the Rock Island track, 
south of here, in which wé have a half inter- 
est, and our north- bound track to the World's 
Fair grounds,” said Mr. Lee, the Superin- 
tendent of Maintenance of Ways of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. This means that every 
road entering Chicago, under our arrange 
ment with the World’s Fair Directory, is to 
have the right to run trains over our track to 
the Fair grounds.“ ! 

Bound to Hold Its Position. 


On a bill filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day by the Baltimore and Ohio railroad com- 
pany an injunction was issued by Judge Hor- 
ton restraining the City of Chicago, Super- 
intendent of Streéts Burke, Commissioner 
of Public Works Aldrich, Mayor Washburne, 
the Illinois Central railroad company, and the 
South Chicago railroad company from inter- 
fering with or tearing up complainant’s tracks 


across South Chicago “Mages or from prevent -

The bill sets forth that March 3, 1892, the 
company obtained permission from the Com- 
missioner of Public ‘Works to lay two tracks 
across South Chicago avenue and proceeded 
with the work, when Supt. Burke intertered 
and threatened to tear up the tracks and pre- 
vent a crossing. | 

The company represents that it has expend- 
ed a large sum of money in constructing the 
tracks, and that they are nearly completed, 
lacking only about six feet of being entirely 
across the street. The street at that 
point has never been improved, and 
it is not to be used for gen- 
eral traffic by the - complainant. The 


desirable to have a full expression of opinion, 
and added for the benefit of the Senators that 
the diplomatic situation did not call for an 
immediate ratification of the treaty. Senator 
Sherman explained its provisions in detail. 
He was asked many questions by Senators 
who thought that the treaty ought not to have 
been signed in view of Lord Salisbury’s re- 
fusal to renew the modus\vivendi,.. There was 
also complaint that the Senate and the coun- 
try had no information that it was the inten- 
tion of the British Government not to renew 
the modus vivendi until the treaty had been 
actually signed, whereas it appeared from the 
correspondence that Sir Julian Pauncetote 
had stated last summer that Great Britain 
consented to that arrangement only as a 
temporary measure interded for the single 
season. 

Senator Sherman, in answer to these objec- 
tions, pointed out that the language of the cor- 
respondence did not justify the . assumption 
that Great Britain would not consent to stop- 
ping the sealing pending arbitration. “He also 
stated that the United States strengthened its 
case greatly before the world by its willing- 
ness to submit to arbitration, and that what- 
ever measures might have to be.taken to stop 
the seal-killing till the arbitration was ended 
would not be interfered with by the signing of 
the treaty. He called the attention of Sen- 
ators to the fact that this government had nu 
intention to permit the killing to go on, and 
that the means to be taken towards that end 
were matters of legislation and executive 
policy. | 

Some Think a Fight Necessrry. 

In the questions put to Senator Sherman 
aud in the comment of individual Senators 
there was undisguised irritation over the ac- 
tions of Lord Salisbury. Some of ‘the Sena- 
tors give voice to their view that the United 
States would ultimately have to fight to main- 
tain its rights in the seals, and that the sooner 
the struggle came the better it would be for 
all parties. ° . 

Senator Morgan, the leader of the minority 

on the committee, gave his support to the 
treaty, saying the administration should be 


Senator Allison took similar grounds to 
Senator Morgan. he 

Senator Butier of South Carolina was in a 
critical mood. He was not exactly satisfied 
with what the administration had done or 
with the treaty, but he had nothing better to 
offer in the way of a substitute. . ;

Might Adopt Radical Resolutions. : 

After some further talk it was made plain 
that if the Foreign Relations cOmmittee re- 
ported radical resolutions they would be 
adopted by the Senate with practical unanim- 
ity. The committee may recommend the rat- 
ification of the treaty, with instructions to the 
President to withhold the exchange of ratifi- 
cations until a modus vivendi for the present 
season is.reached. It is more likely, however, 
to recommend the ratification of the treaty 
with an amendment requiring a modus 
vivendi. Whatever step is taken, Congress 
will insist on the Executive using all the 
means at command to prevent poaching this 
season. This policy means the seizure of a 
Canadian sealer wherever found with skins 
on board. If Great Britain does not like this 
it will have to send its vessels up to Alaska 
waters, and then the issue will be joined. 

Not much was said on the subject today, 
but there can be no doubt that the plan of 
bringing Great Britain to time through re- 
tahatory measures finds much favor in the 
Senate.

News says that the English and American 
Bible Missionary societies in Constantinople 
announce that of late years the friendly atti- 
tude of the government has quite changed. 
Vexatious restrictions are now placed on them 
and obstacles are placed in their way in de- 
fiance of even the Turkish law. One thou- 
sand Bibles and other books, the circulat.on 
of which was officially authorized by the 
Porte, have been confiscated by local officials. 
The News concludes its article by saying 
that for the last two years Mr. Hirsch’s time 
has been occupied with attempts to obtain the 
reopening of the schools and churches that 
have been arbitrarily closed. But these laws 
affect others besides Americans, and it 1s prob- 
able that joint representations against the ac- 
tion of the Porte will shortly be made by the 
English, Anierican, and German Ministers at 
Constantinople. 
Birthday of the Czar. 

Sr. Pzrexssunc, March 9.—Today, which 
was the Czar’s birthday, besides being ob- 
served with the festivities, was marked by 
the launching at Sebastopol of the ironclad 
George the Victorious, of 9,000 tons. Another 
warship of 12,000 tons, the largest in the Rus- 
sian navy, will be lannched at Nicolaeff. 

The Russian Government. has commenced 
the work of constructing a macadamized road 
from Novorossisk, a growi rt on the 
northeast corner of the Black Sea, to Souk- 
goum-Kale, also on the Black Sea. Novoros- 
sisk is about thirty miles southeast 
of Anapa. It is built on a slope 
terminating in very _‘ofty heights, 
and is defended by forts. Soukgoum-Kale is 
eighteen miles southeast of Anapa, and is also 
fortitied. Work on the road is being rapidly 
pushed forward, 15,000 workmen being em- 
ployed in its construction. It will traverse the 
richest and loveliest country in the Caucasus. 

Desire the Arrest of some am 

: Perurspvtc, March 9.—Several of the 
Minesse believe that the letters of Count Tol- 
stoi published in foreign papers giving ac- 
counts of the distress prevailing in Russia 
should be stopped, and as a means to this end 
they have urged the Czar to place the Count 
under arrest. His Majesty refused to listen to 
the advice of his Ministers.

Royalty in Belgium is essentially popular. It 
was called into existence in 1830 by the national 
will. It was consolidated on a traditionaliy mo- 
narchical basis by two reigns, both of which were 
rich in benefits for all classes of the nation, It is 
personi today by a Prince deservedly enjoying 
the respect and affection of all, who unites to the 
purest patriotism a most far-seeing political wis- 
dom and the widest spirit of progress, aud who 
turns with confidence toward the nation, seeking 
for it an essentially democratic constitntion— 
that referendum, in fact, as a ‘(point d’appui”’ 
for a new equilibrium of political power. 

or those who are able to read the true facts 
there is a certain sign of absolute confidence ia 
the future, for the vitality of the monarchy is 
blended with the fullest requirements of modern 
democracy and the whole is ballasted with the 
conservative force of rational tradition. 

As M. Baernaert, the ium Premier, recently 
remarked—the proposed law conferring upon the 
King the right of putting himself in direct com- 
munication with the electors to obtain their opin- 
ion upon a question or principle not actually sub- 
mitted to the Legislature, or upon a law voted 
by the Legislature but not yet promulgated, is a 
measure both dumornatle and conservative. 

Unfortunately, however, the question has not 
been properly @nderstood by a considerable por 
tion of those who constitute public opinion, nor 
by those 3 who onght to be the natural 
leaders of public opinion, and violent attacks 
were made in Parliament and elsewhere against 
the referendym. 

“ Plebiscite |" shouted a great many who saw no 
difference between a simple consultation to ob- 
tain the real opinion of the people as a guide of 
action and direct legislation by the people them- 
selves. ‘“ Personal power!’ cried out other 
orators, who did not stop to reflect that the 
referendum tends directly to limit and restrict 
the personal power of the head of the State, who 
is also bound by all sorts of constitutional 
guarantees as strong as those by which the Presi- 
dent of the United States is restricted by pur own 
Constitution. 

Unce on the wrong track a good many public 
men in Belgium worked themselves up into such 
a state that they persist in seeing a sort of Chi- 
bese monster every time the word “referendum ” 
is mentioned. It is very difficult for an impartial 
observer to find among all these strange 
theories and opinions a trace of that sound 
common sense of Belgian people to 
which we become accustomed by the terms 
of the i13ist article of the | i 
Constitution. It is legislative power en func- 
tion at the moment when the procedure of re- 
vision commences, which is called upon in com- 
mon accord with the King to specify those cousti- 
tutional points which exclusively may form the 
subject of discussion. The two Chambers are then 
dissolved, and the modifications to become effect- 
ive must be adopted, with the King’s consent, 
by a majority comprising two-thirds of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives sitting as one 
body. : 

There is no longer, asthe question now stands 
before Parliament, any idea of making the reter- 
endum a constitutional attribute of the King. 
The bill is worded as follows: 

“Tl y a lieu de reviser I’ Article 26 de la Consti- 
tution par l’addition d'une disposition remettant 
a la loi le soin de déterminer dans quel cas et sous 
quelies conditions le roi pourra eonsultet directe- 
ment le corps électoral.”” . 

It is impossible to underatand how any fair, im- 
partial observer can find any attempt in this to 
impair tbe right of Parliament. Moreover, the 
practical utility ot the referendum has often been 
needed in the parliamentary history of ‘Belgium. 
It was only in 1879 and 1834 that the King was pre- 
sented with enormous itions to veto the educa- 
tional laws passed by th Houses of the Legis- 
lature, but the absence of just such power as the 
referendum prevented him from feeling the true 
pulse of the nation on these points and acting ac- 
cordingly. . 

It is. in 4 the referendum which alone can 
enable the King to use his right to veto in ao- 
cordance with the source of all power in Bel- 
gium, the Volonté Nationale, which in 1830 
called Belgium into existence. It is in the un- 
doubted interests of the welfare of the Belgium 
democracy and true representative government 
that there should be a national safeguard such as 
the referendum, ;and the day will surely come 
when the Belgian will fully appreciate this.

PROCEEDINGS BE FOKE JUDGE SCALES. 


He Decides That the Case Rightfully Be- 
longs to the Police. a 

Judge Scales entered the order authorizing 
the transfer of Henry M. Scudder to the 
County Jail yesterday morning. The insane 
case will not be tried in the County Court, al- 
though the warrant stands to protect against 
any unforeseen move in defense of the pris- 
oner. 

All likelihood of a miscarriage of plans on 
the part of the prosecution, so much feared on 
account of the uncertain position of the ae- 
cused, vanishes, it is claimed, with the practi- 
cal abandonment of the proceedings subse- 
quent to the Justice’s warrant, and out 
of this simplification a ar crimi- 
nal trial will doubtless 
trial the insanity issue will 
cided. Had that matter been tried before a 
County Court jury the verdict, it is asserted, | 
would in reality only establish the doctor’s 
mental condition on the day of trial, and al- 
though it would be sufficient to base an order, 
for removal to an asylum it would still leave 
undecided inlaw the question whether the 
man was insane when the crime charged 
was comm Under the present arrange- 
ment the issue can be much moresatisfactorily 
met in the other court.

MORE ALLEGED LAW DODGING. 


Iowa Stock Huyer Charges the Kausas 
City. with Discrimination. 

New Hampton, Ia., March 9.—[Special. |— 
In the line of Tue Trivunn’s exposure of 
violations of the Inter-State Commerce law 
throughout the country comes this complaint, 
made by a prominent stock buyer of this 
place, against the Chicago, St. Pauland Kan- 
sas City road. Accorduig to his story up to 
within a few months he shipped all or nearly 
all ot his hogs to Cedar Rapids instead of 
Chicago, St. Paul, or Kansas City, giving the 
road mentioned only a short haul of forty 


miles, 

Of this the officials of the road complain and 
finally, it is believed, caused a large foreign 
concern to put a buyer on the market at a 
small station four miles south of here, who 
can by a system of rebates or some unknown 
process pay a higher price at all times for 

uce live stock than can possibly be 
paid at this station, barring anything for the 
profits of the business. 

The buyer who has been injured by this 
hidden system, whatever it may be, is con- 
servative in his opinions and cautious about 
making charges, but claims all of the outward 
signs and circumstances lead him to believe 
his competitor at the other statior. gets favors 
from the railroad for which he would not 
dare ask nor could expect to receive.

LEGAL OPINION CONCERNING THE 
DRAINAGE BOARD'S POWERS. 


. 


Attorney Carter and Counsel Wilson Do 
Not Think the Trustees Have Power to 
Take Any Steps te Relieve the City’s 
Sewage Problem—Mr, Prendergast Ob- 
jects to Taking Any Such Stand as That 
Advised by the Attorneys-A Resolu- 
tion That Falles. 

Trustee Prendergast made it rather un- 
pleasant for some of his colleagues of the 
Drainage Board for a short tine yesterday, 
and he did not make uny fuss about it, either. 
An opinton had been read from Attorney Car- 
ter and-Counsel Wilson, which is given here- 
with, and the effect of which is that the Draia- 
age Trustees could do nothing to temporarily 
relieve Chicago from the presence of con- 
tagion-breeding sewage in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the source of the city’s water supply. 
The majority of the board was disposed to re- 
gard the opinion of the two attorneys as final. 
Mr. Prendergast would not have it so. He 
objected to the printing ot the report. He 
wanted it referred back to the attorney and to 
the Ehgimeering committee: He could not 
get a second to that motion. He moved to re- 
fer it to the Engineermg committee. This 
was seconded by Mr. Boldenweck, but was 
voted down by Wenter, Eckhart, Russell, and 
Altpeter. 

Mr. Prendergast. was not yet beaten. He 
hastily drafted the foliowing resolution, which 
he Offered: 


Resolved, That the Chief Engineer be and he is 
hereby directed to report Whether such use of the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal or the right of way 
of the same can be had by this district for its 
corporate pu as will necessitate or permit 
this Sanitary District to increase the supply of 
water thereto from the Chicago River to the com- 
pletion of the main. channel. 

Mr. Prendergast said that had the resolu- 
tion which had been subniitted to the attor- 
ney contemplated crossing the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal at some point near the city 
his opinion would have been different. Auy 
attorney under thuse conditions would hold 
that the board had a right to erect and main- 
tain pumping-works at the crossing, and the 
right to improve the canal to admit an in- 
creased flow of water would follow as a nat- 
ural consequence. Neither Mr, Goodrich nor 
Mr. Wilson had seen any legal objection to the 
pum ping-works at Corwit which the route 
as laid out by Mr, Artingstall made necessary. 
If the board had any real desire to aid the 
city it could instruct its engineer to make 
such aid possible by the selection of a route 
to cross the canal at some point. He then 
moved that the opinion be referrea to the 
Engineering committee, but this was lost. 

M r. Eckhart and Mr. Boldenweck also spoke 
in favor of affording the city relief, and did 
not appear to be satisfied with the attorney’s 
opinion, nor consider it final. But Mr. Eck- 
hart did not like the idea of submitting this 
question to the engineer when tne board had 
already had an opinion from its attorney on

Gentlemen: In response to the question sub- 
mitted by your honorable board as to“ Whether 
in the event that the main channel of the district 
from the Chicago River to Summit or Willow 
Springs should located upon the line of the 
Lilinoig and Michigan Canal, the district during 
the term of its construction would have the right 
to afford temporary relief to the City of Chicago 
by way of the canal by increasing the flow of 
water through the canal to not less than 80,000 
cubic feet per minute?” we beg leave to report 
that we have considered the question submitted 
and have arrived at the following conclusions: 

By Sec. 27 of the act creating the Sanitary Dis- 
trict, in co tion with Sec. 23 of said act, it is 
* — that before any water or sewerage shall 

admitted into any channel through any of the 
waters of Lake Michigan shall be caused to pass 
into the Desplaines or Illinois River, such chan- 
nel shall be inspected by Commissioners appoint- 
ed by the Governer and be certified by them to 
have been constructed in compliance with all of 
the requirements of said Sec, 23. There is no 
provision in the act creating your board au- 
thorizing any action on your part for the purpose 
of affording. temporary relief pending the con- 
struction and completion of the main channel. 
We do not think your power in this regard would 
be affected by your selection of that part of the 
Lilinois and Michigan Canal within Cook County. 
or any’ part thereof, as the site of the channel to 
be constructed by you. The City of Chicago, by 
a joint resolution of the two Houses of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, has the use the canal for 
the — pe es of its sewerage. Such right has 
existed and been availed of for many years. 

It was not, in our opinion, contemplated that 
this right should be affected by the passage of 
the act creating the Sanitary District or by any- 
thing which should be done under said act until 
another outlet should be provided. The right of 
the city to use the canal would continue, in our 
—— during the construction of the main 
channel of the district, even although such chan- 
nel was constructed in part upon the site of the 
canal, The work done by your board upon the 
canal in constructing the permanent channel 
might facilitate the disposition of its sewerage 
by the City of Chicago, pending the completion of 
the channel. To this extent, and to this extent 
only, under the terms of the law, could your work 
be made available to afford relief pending the 
completion of the main channel. The limitations

Another blow has been dealt privilege trad- 
: oard of Trade by the action of the 
directors at the last meeting. Two weeks ago 
the crowd that hed assembled in the settle- 
ment room immediately after the close of 
Change was given notice that the Board of 
‘Trade would regerve the settling room simply 
and soleiy for tne purposes for which it was 
‘intended and that the halls and corridors of 
‘the buildings under its control would be kept 
clear. No mention was made in that order of 
privilege trading. The Board of Trade asa 
body did not recognize such transactions. 
The members discussed the matter and, 
though many were inclined to disobey, the 
gathering which finally assembled in the alley 
was small in comparison with former days 
and the volume of trade in puts and calls was 
comparatively light. There was a nervous 
feeling and though trading continued in alleys 
and offices the members have felt that the res- 
olution was the beginning of the end. It re- 
‘sulted in a measure in breaking up the trade, 
but it did not result in the abolition of the 
business. The directors then determined to 
take a stand in the matter which would banish 
‘from the public mind all doubt as to its poli- 
cy. Yesterday at noon Secretary Stone en- 
tered the gallery, rapped for silence, and then 
read the following order from the Board of 
Directors: 


or in- 


While the order was generally received with 
favor by the members, there still remained a 
number who were decidedly opposed to the 
ruling, and such persons openly condemned 
the action of tae directory, claiming that the 
order now recognizing privilege trading was a 
confession of weakness, the mandate 
isgued simply for the purpose of influencing 
legislation. M of these malcontents said 
they would obey order, but others said a 
way would be provided. and within a short 
time trading in puts and calls would be re- 

med with such environments the directory 

ould de unable to discipline the disobedient 
members. 

The Open Board of Trade was suggested as 
the solution of the problem, although no 
member had definitely outlined a plan for 
circumventing the policy of the directors. 

When the original resolution was adopted 
the Open Board of Trade followed the example 
of the big board and prohibited trading in 
privileges within buildings and in rooms 
under its control. For several days the order 
was obeyed, but it has since become a dead 
letter andthe volume of such trading bas 
been largely increased by orders from houses 
on the big board.“ The officers of the open 
board claimed that their order prohibiting 
privilege trading would be strictly enforced, 
although they admitted that it was being vio-

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Andications’ Are That Permission to Build 
the Long-Demanded Lines south and 


Meeting Tonight—Finance Committee 
Discusses Appropriations for the Fiscal 
Year—Suggestion That the Government 
Pay for Improving the River. 

Though some of the Aldermen were mut- 
tering yesterday in reference to the proposed 
use of overhead electric wires by the Chicago 
City railway for its cross-town lines and south- 
ern extensions the general feeling and opinion 
were that the ordinances for those lines and 
extensions, as well as the one, for the Michi- 
gan avenue loop, will be passed by the Coun- 
cil this evening. 

The Aldermen from ‘the outlying wards 
want the ordinances passed because their con- 
stituents are begging for the cross-town lines 
under any conditions. There has long been a 
demand for the South Side loop to meet the 
increased traffie, The City railway officials 
are willing to make any reasonable conces- 
sions, so that they may begin work on the 
proposed improvements and extensions at 
once, *They will use the underground electric 
system if practicable, and will submit té an 
amendment of their ordinances so as to permit 
that. Indeed, as Attorney Grinnell said yes- 
terday: ‘* The ChicagoCity railway company 
is willing even to submit to unreasonable de- 
mands so as to give better accommodation to 
its patrons.” It is probable that an amicable 
arrangement will be arrived at. 

The South Side Aidermen will vote solidly 
for the ordinanée. There is little doubt that the 
West Side company’s omnibus ordinance pro- 
viding for cross-town Mies and the 
street loop will be passed. The West Side Al- 
dermen have a majority in the Council and it 
would not be prudent for any of them to vote 
against the cross-town provisions. Besides, 
the West Side ordinances provide for the ap- 
plication of electricity as a motor by under- 
ground appliances, so there can be no ob- 
jections on this score, It is expected ‘that 
West Side delegations will be on hand this 
evening to watch the course of their Alder- 
men. 

Supt. Parsons of the West Side company, 
speaking yesterday as to the loops and lines 
to be constructed under the agreement con- 
cluded with the South Side company and 
those for which franchises may be granted 
this evening, said: It will not take us long 
to complete the State street loop, as only the 
curves at Madison and Washington streets 
and the State street cable between those 

ints need to be put in. The crossings on 

arborn street over the North Side cable 
will also have to be made. Property-owners 
are continually coming to us with urgent re- 
quests for t cross-town lines, he contin- 
ued. and say their Aldermen have 
themselves to vote for the ordinances n . 
We shall be ready to begin work as soon as 
the Council gives us permission. The pro- 
posed lines are on Western avenue, Robey 
street, and Paulina street, all running from 
Blue Island avenue to Milwaukee avenue, and 
on Colorado avenue to Fortieth street, al- 
though the property-owners want us to go as 
far out as Forty-eighth street. This last line 
would hook on to the Madison street cable. 
Two otiner projected lines are on Grand ave- 
nue, from Chicago avenue to Crawford ave- 
nue, and on Fourteenth street, from Western 
avenue to Caaal street.“ 


MUNICIPAL EXPENSES FOR THE YEAR, 


The Council Finance Committee Take 


Them Under Consideration. 
The Council Finance committee met yester- 
day afternoon to continue the examination of 


municipal expenses for the current year. The 
committee was ih an economical humor, it 
having been brought to the attention of the 
members that the estimates were largely in 
excess of the revenue, and, though they found 
i‘ a difficult matter to decide where to make 
reductions, succeeded in making some cuts, 
Fire Swenie’s estimates were first 
taken up. A salary of $6,000 was proposed for 
the Marshal. Ald. McGillen thought he 
ought to have it, as he was the head of the 
best fire department in the world. The ques- 
tion was not definitely settled. Of a total of 
$47,625 asked for the maintenance of repair 
shops he was given $45,000, and of a total of 
$152,000 desired for miscellaneous repairs Mr. 
Swenie was allowed $133,000, an appropria- 
tion even then $10,000 in excess of what was 
made last year. For rent of lots and quarters 
for various engine and hook and ladder com- 
panies $11,260 was allowed, Items of %6,600 
for the equipment of Engine Company No, 38 
at Lawndale and of $7,600 for the equip- 
ment of the couipany at Irving Park were 
allowed. Mr. Swenie wanted $10,000 to 
buy a lot in the vicinity of East Ravenswood 
Park and Wilson avenues, erecting a building 
upon it and equipping it, but it was not given. 
knife was aiso on an estimate of 
$12,250 desired for the establishment of a 
company in the vicinity of Western and Bel- 
mont avenues, the whole amount being 
stricken out. For the running of the Chem- 
ical. Engine company occupyi a house 
owned by the city at No. 824 Cortland street
